WILD SCENES ENACTED IN 
A QUIET COLLEGE TOWN 


The Trouble Began With Effort of the 
City Marshal to Arrest Three Men 
Who Were Terrorizing Visitors to 


the Street Fair. 


OXFORD, O., Oct, 2.—Five men were se- 
rioyusly injured afd oné narrowly escaped 
lynching as the result of last evening's 
riot at this place. 

Those injured ure: 

John Woodruff, marshal of Oxford, be- 
lieved to be fatally shot. 

Jacob Manrod, deputy marshal, seriously 
shot in the back and shoulder. 

Prnest Jotten, a country school] teacher

of Monroe, O., believed to be fatally shot: 


in the abdomen. 

Louts Spivey of Wagonville, Ky., serious- 
ly shot in the back and breast. 

Joseph Spivey, skull fractured by stone, 
also of\Wagonville, Ky. . 

The Spivey brothers were visiting Ed- 
ward Richardson of Billingsville, Ind., just 
across the state line from Oxford. The 
three came here to attend the annual 
street fair and farmers’ exposition. 

The town was filled with strangers when 
these three men began carousing in a sa- 
loon. They pulled their revolvers on the 
bartender, who ejected them, and then they 
proceeded to raise more trouble in other 
saloons. When Marshal Woodruff under- 
took to arrest them he was mortally shot. 
A fusilade of bullets in the crowded streets 
followed the shooting of the marshal. 
Deputy Marshal Manrod was shot twice 
when he took the place of his chief. Dur- 
ing this fusilade in the street, Ernest Jot- 
ten, while refurning from _his school to 
his boarding house, was struck in the ab- 
domen by a stray bullet and he is now 
in a critical condition. After the shooting 
the three men ran in different directions, 
with crowds after each one, and each was 
hit in the head with stones thrpwn by 
those pursuing them, Louis Spivey was 
shot by a citizen. The excitement was in- 
tense when the three men were finally 
lodged in jail, after running a mile from 
the scene of the shooting. 

Edward Richardson was dismissed after 
it was shown that he had nothing to do 
with the shooting and was only accom- 
panying the Spivey brothers. 

The crowds that had been pursuing the 
three men in (different directions finally 
concentrated about the jail and battered 
Gown the door and took Joseph Spivey out 
to lynch him. There possibly never was 
such an experience of anyone fn the hands 
of a mob as his. He was hauled from 
Place to place with a rope about his neck 
end strung up three different times, and 
yet escaped with his life. 

In their haste, the mob did not pinfon 
his arms or his legs and’ he managed to 
use them so as to prevent strangulation 
the first time he was hanged. At an- 
other time he was let down so that he 
might write a farewell letter to his wife 
and children, and at another time some- 
‘‘one cut the rope. Before the mob finally 
succeeded in hanging him until he was 
@ead, the officers grabbed him and rushed 
him off to the city prison, where the mob 
was held at bay for some time, and finally 
ormier enough was. secured for speecnes | 
to be made by ex-Mayor Flannagan, Rev. 
Dr. Thomas J. Potter and the brother of 
Marshal Woodruff. 

While the speeches were being delivered 
the officers spirited the Spivey brothers 
fnto the cellar of the jail and thence out 
throtigh a coal shute and made good their 
escape with them to the Butler County 
Jali at Hamilton, O., a distance of 15 miles. 
The mob then, finding that it had been 
beaten, dispersed and the village was quiet 
@uring the latter part of the night.

He points out to Mayor Wells, Dr. Simon 
and the other members of the board that 
they may accomplish this interesting end 
in the game way that the municipal au- 
thorities proceeded against the ‘‘spitting 
hog.” 

All that is necessary, he explains, is for 
the board to frame an ordinance and 
force it through the city council. 

he board may take up Mr. Leidner’s 
suggestion at fts next meeting. At present 
it is ‘‘on the table," having been laid 
there on motion of Dr, Holdsworth Wheel- 
er Bond, one of the mayor’s new ap- 
pointees to the board. 

Mr. Leidner writes the board on the let- 
ter head of the Charles E. Lewis Manu- 
facturing Co. The city directory gives him 
as a clerk for that concern, residing at 
2906 North Newstead avenu.e

“Board of Health, Gentlemen:

Women school teachers who set aside

Sev- 
eral professional men, noticeably lawyers 
and judges, sat well up in front, confident 
that their professions gave them cause for 
interest.

Rey- 
nolds occupitd the sancttuary with Father 
O'Brien. At the close of the lecture the 
choir from _8t.

Father O’Brien re- 
peated the title of his sermon and smiled 
as he did so. 

“By the look of my audience it is easy to 
understand the great want of men, and 
who it is that wants them.

Father O'Brien's 
lonesome—the occupants of the 
seats, a number of whom sat on either 
side of the sanctuary, were in tull view 
of the remainder of the audience. Their 
position proclaimed their interest.

LINDELL OBJECTOR 


President of St. Louis University 
Leads Taxpayers’ Fight Against 
Bituminous Macadam. 


PLEADS WITH THE DELEGATES 


Public Hearing Given Improvement 
Plans—Citizens Want a Crushed 
Granite Road. 


Lindell boulevard property owners filed 
Strenuous objection against the proposed 
reconstruction of that thoroughfare with 
bituminous macadam at a public hearing 
before the public improvements committee 
of the House of Delegates Friday morning. 

W. R. Donaldson, A. D. Brown, Attorney 
R. E. Collins and Rev. W. Banks Rogers, 
S. J., where among the speakers who 
urged the committee to set aside the or- 
cinance specifying bituminous macadam. 

They declared that bituminous macadam 
as a paving material is, at best, an ex- 
periment and that Lindell boulevard is too 
inyportant @ thoroughfare and the cost of 
the proposed improvement—$200,000—too 
much money to risk tn such manner. 

They urged the committee to give the 
Lindell boulevard residents a park road, 
instead of bituminous macadam, asphalt or 
wood blocks. All were objectionable, they 
argued. They should have, the speakers 
said, a boulevard that would be a continua- 
tion of the drives in Porest Park. 

A surface of crushed granite, some of 
the speakers sald, would fill the require- 
ments of the situation. 

Though there was no bitterness displayed, 
as there was when the subject was dis- 
cussed before the Board of Public Im- 
provements, some of the speakers used 
strorg words in making their objections. 

All the speakers said that they favored 
the improvement of the boulevard, but 
that they had a right to a volce in the 
material select

He appeared as the president of the St. 
Louls University and said that tnstitution

Father Rogers, ‘“‘that 73 per cent of the 
property owners in the block in which we 
are interested did not request that bitu- 
minous macadam be used. He did not say 
that the other 27 did. I would like to ask 
if you gentlemen know that any per cent 
of the property owners did?’’ 

Chairman McAuliffe of the committee re- 

plied that he cou])d not say. 

Father Rogers then argued that the prop- 
erty owners were ontitled to a voice In the 
matter.

One of the causes of the decline in the growth of manufac- 
tures in St. Louis, given by the terminal facilities committee 
of the Business Men’s League, was the difficulty of obtaining 
switch connections from the Municipal Assembly without pay- 
ing exorbitant prices for votes. 

So much attention has been ‘paid to the great boodle deals 
for franchises the “hold ups” of the boodle combines for 
switches have been overlooked. But the evidence clearly 
points to the systematic plundering of merchants and manu- 
facturers who sought railroad switch privileges. 

The foundation of this system of plunder was the boodle 
combine formed for the purpose of making corrupt deals with 
franchise-seekers and contractors. With the combine organ- 
ized it was an easy matter to extend its operations to all 
kinds of legislation. The combine included in its legislative 
merchandise the switch privileges needed by factories and 
warehouses. 

As the boodle combines were formed for the mutual profit 
of boodlers.and rich bribers the community knows where to 
strike to remove the obstacle to the growth of St. Louis re- 
ferred to by the committee. 

Smash the boodle combines and the corrupt franchise con- 
spiracies and there will be no difficulty in obtaining fair 
concessions for legitimate business enterprises. If the busi- 
ness community will do all in its power to secure honest gov- 
ernment in the City Hall there will be no obstacles in the way 
of the business needs of the city. This is one of the points 
where attention to local elections means business.
